2. Claims 1 - 16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to amended claims 1 , and 9, in addition to other elements in each 
respective claim, the prior art does not teach an amplifier circuit having a feedback 
compensation terminal for outputting a predetermined fraction of said output signal so 
as to reduce the stray feedback of said output signal.
